Community Lakes Association 


This has been a strange year with all the disruptions caused by the COVID-19 pandemic. 
Even though we were not able to have an annual meeting in 2020, much of the routine 
work of the Community Lakes Association has continued as scheduled. We continue our 
milfoil control efforts in Woodstock and help organizing monitoring of all the lakes in both 
Greenwood and Woodstock. The vast majority of waterbodies in our area are either 
completely or partially in Greenwood. 


Lake monitors performed basic water quality tests and we have expanded our equipment 
so we can do more in the future. We owe a great thanks to our dedicated group of Volunteer 
Lake Monitors, Lois Ruff on Lake Christopher, Carl and Cheryl Plassmann on North Pond and 
they have been monitoring Round Pond and South Pond as well, Kelly Bickford on Twitchell 
Pond with Vicky Gammon in training, and Rick Schneider on Indian Pond. None of the other 
ponds have volunteers so if you are interested, contact, Carl Plassmann, and we will connect 
you with Lake Stewards of Maine, formerly Volunteer Lake Monitor Program, for training. We 
have been developing the capacity of our monitors and the Lakes Association to do many of 
the key tests on our own. Our goal also is to do the additional tests of phosphorus, dissolved 
oxygen, and temperature profiles on each lake every year. With grant funding through Lake 
Stewards of Maine we were able to test 4 lakes for Total Phosphorus. We can now also take 
temperature and dissolved oxygen readings up to 50 feet deep thanks to a donation of a 
Dissolved Oxygen meter from Sunday River, obtained through Kelly Bickford. 


We hope to extend these measurements to all lakes each year in the future. See our website for 
the results of the test: http://www.communitylakesassociation.org/ also many of our lakes also 
have a Facebook page. 


We were unable to do any Education programs this year because of the pandemic but look 
forward to having more Invasive Plant Patrols and Lake Smart voluntary assessments in 
2021. Our Annual meeting will be August 7", 2021, 8:30-10:30 am at the Greenwood 
Town Hall — next to the post office on RT 26- Greenwood.

Along with member 
donations and grants we are able to run programs that protect our waterbodies that are key 
to the character of life in Woodstock and Greenwood.

PACE Paramedic Service 


Citizens of the Town of Greenwood, 


PACE Paramedic Service, a Department of Stephens Memorial Hospital is 
proud to be able to present you with a description of ambulance service for 
your Annual Town Report. 


In 2020, PACE responded to a total of 3697 calls, 71 of which were in in 
your town. Our average response time for the calls in Greenwood in 2020 
was 11.3 minutes. PACE continues to stage a Paramedic Level Crew in our 
Northern District 24 hours / day, 7 days / week. We are regularly out the 
door and on our way to calls in less than one minute with a minimum of 
three Paramedic Level Crews on duty at all times. 


PACE continues to maintain a very close relationship with the fine group of 
professionals on the Greenwood Fire Department and enjoys being able to 
work and train with the Fire Fighters whenever possible. The Greenwood 
Fire Department is also a Maine EMS Licensed First Responder Service and 
we appreciate their help on calls whenever they are able to go along with us. 
It is this sort of neighbor helping neighbor relationship that is the foundation 
for care across rural Maine. 


The early days of the COVID-19 Pandemic certainly strained our crews here 
at PACE as it did with EMS Systems throughout our fine Country. With 
guidance and training from Maine EMS, the Regional EMS Office, the 
Maine CDC, and Stephens Memorial Hospital we have learned much! 
PACE partnered with those agencies as well as Oxford EMA and Med-Care 
Ambulance to assist in getting the First Responders in Oxford County 
vaccinated. Though that part of the mission is complete and PACE is no 
longer involved with vaccine distribution, our work continues to protect 
those in our community. Much has changed over the past year, but not our 
first priority — Your safety.

Responsible Pet Care of Oxford Hills, Inc. is a non-profit, 501-C3 organization that provides a no-kill 
shelter for homeless cats and dogs located at 9 Swallow Road in Paris. We are equipped to provide 
treatment and shelter for 100 felines and 25 dogs. All cats and dogs are adopted into approved homes for 
reasonable adoption fees. All are spayed/neutered, vaccinated, tested and flea treated. In 2020, despite the 
pandemic and the challenges, we adopted out 667 cats and dogs from our shelter. 


“RPC” has agreements with the Towns of Norway, Paris, Oxford, Otisfield, Woodstock, West Paris, 
Greenwood, Hebron, Buckfield, Mechanic Falls, Poland, Gilead, Milton Township and Bethel to take 
strays. We accept owner surrender cats and dogs when cage/kennel space allows, as well as transfers from 
other shelters. 


¢ Did you know? One unspayed female cat is capable of producing 20+ kittens per year for most of 
her life, female kittens start reproducing as early as 6 months of age, and siblings will breed. This 
is why it is so important to spay, neuter and report strays to the animal control officer. 

e Did you know? Each time a dog gives birth to puppies it takes two years off her life. When you 
purchase a puppy, be conscious of where it comes from. Do not support “puppy mills”. In 
“puppy mills”, female dogs are bred too often, puppies may be sold too young and dogs may be 
kept inhumanely. Additionally, because of substandard care, they may be sick or become sick. Be 
very careful if you purchase a pet on line. 

e Did you know? It is unlawful to sell a puppy or kitten before the age of 6 weeks. It is also 
required that a breeder and/or pet dealer provide the buyer of the puppy or kitten with a written 
disclosure indicating their history, including healthy records. 


Please contact us for resources for low cost spay and neuter for dogs and cats. Currently, we do have grant 
monies available to assist with the cost for qualifying applicants. The State of Maine FIX ME spay/neuter 
program in Augusta issues certificates at a cost of only $10 for cats and $20 for dogs. These certificates are 
for income qualifying residents of Maine only. Responsible Pet care will cover these fees to qualifying 
individuals, which essentially means free spay/neuter! RPC also has grants to assist owners with the cost 
of spaying and neutering their pets that do not qualify for FIX ME. To contact FIX ME, 800 367-1317, to 
contact RPC 743-8679. 


Dog licenses are due each year by January 1. Cats are required by law to be vaccinated for rabies. There is 
rabies present in our area, so vaccination is very important. If your dog gets lost and is wearing the dog 
license tag or other identification, there is a very good chance that he will be returned to you. The cost to 
register your dog is $6.00 if spayed/neutered and $11.00 if not. If you do not license your dog by January 
31, there is a late fee of $25.00 per dog. “RPC” urges all pet to identify pets by ID tag, dog license tag and 
microchip if possible so that pets may be returned if lost. Responsible Pet Care typically sponsors rabies 
vaccination clinics in January and September, but so far because of the pandemic, veterinarians are 
unwilling. We are still working to accomplish that though. If you are missing your pet, please call both 
your animal control officer and “RPC” at 743-8679.

For the last two years, I have had the honor and privilege to serve the people of Oxford 
County as Sheriff. Despite the challenges this past year has presented, I am proud of the positive 
momentum we have heading into this New Year; however, this would not be possible without 
our team of men and women who continue our mission to serve and protect our communities 
throughout Oxford County. Their professionalism, integrity, and leadership is what keeps our 
agency progressing forward. 


Looking ahead to 2021, I feel confident that many of our challenges are in the past. This 
year, our calls to service increased by 20 percent, and we have improved our visibility and 
response times by utilizing our substations in Brownfield, Rumford, and Bethel. Our plans to 
convert our current jail facilities from a 72-hour holding facility back to a full-service operation 
will be finished by July. This will allow the county to restore local control and save our 
taxpayers money. Additionally, the Town of Dixfield voted to disband their police department 
and the sheriff's office now has a contract with the town for law enforcement coverage. 


This past year, our deputies, corrections officers, and other agency personnel received an 
outpouring of community support. On behalf of the Oxford County Sheriff's Office, we want to 
thank everyone for their patience and cooperation as we navigate these difficult circumstances 
surrounding Covid-19. Our deputies and staff have gone above the call to service and their 
efforts have not gone unnoticed. This holiday season, a group of community members put 
together a package for each person in the agency as part of Operation: Thank the Blue.

Thank you for reelecting me to represent you in Augusta; it is an honor to serve you in the Maine Senate. I 
am eager to continue working with you to make Maine an even better place to live, work and raise a family. 
Please let me provide you with a recap of the 128" Legislature as well as my hopes for the upcoming 129" 

Legislature, which began its work in December, 2018. 


During my time as a member of the Maine Senate, I have been encouraged to see the significant progress 
that has occurred. The State of Maine closed the fiscal year that ended on June 30, 2018 with a budget 
surplus of more than $126 million and a ‘rainy day fund’ totaling more than $274 million, allowing our 
state to have a better borrowing capacity and long-term financial stability. After many years of budget 
shortfalls and high spending, the significance of these economic achievements cannot be overstated. 
Maine’s unemployment is at an all-time low, and the state’s jobless rate has been below four percent for a 
record length of time. 


Perhaps the most significant action the 128" Legislature took was passing tax conformity. With the 
passage of that legislation, we ensured that Maine citizens would not see their tax burden increase as a 
result of the federal changes to the tax code. Additionally, the tax conformity legislation included a $300 
child credit and increased the property tax fairness credit. I am incredibly proud that both sides of the aisle 
came together on this issue to benefit the Maine people. F 


The 129" Legislature has many issues to tackle, including adequate funding of our schools and ensuring 
that our young people have the skills necessary to enter the workforce. I am a strong supporter of 
vocational schooling and will advocate that technical education be widely available.

Thope this letter finds you safe and well. I know that this year has been challenging for many of our communities. In the 
midst of these challenges, it remains a privilege to represent you, and I appreciate the opportunity to update you on what 
I have been working on in Congress for the people of the Second Congressional District. 


The coronavirus pandemic has made this year an especially difficult one. We’ve seen the struggles of small businesses, 
workers and families, hospitals, and states and towns. COVID-19 has been a serious threat to public health that requires a 
comprehensive, ongoing response. In March, Congress passed the largest of three bipartisan pieces of relief legislation, 
the Coronavirus Aid, Relief, and Economic Security (CARES) Act. The CARES Act was a $2 trillion economic relief 
package to provide immediate assistance for some of those hit hardest by the pandemic. While an important start, many 
of the programs and benefits created by the CARES Act were set to expire by the end of 2020 at a time when COVID-19 
cases were on the rise. That’s why in late December, Congress passed another bipartisan bill to provide COVID-19 relief 
to small businesses and hospitals, the unemployed, and families struggling to put food on the table. However, the action 
Congress took at the end of 2020 cannot distract from its failure to act sooner. The unwillingness of many members of 
Congress to accept compromise throughout the fall left many Mainers struggling and led to a rushed process that 
produced a bill with serious flaws. In 2021, Congress needs to step up, come together, and lead the country through this 
pandemic and get our economy back on track. 


There are a few bright spots that came out of the work done by Congress this year. As a member of the House Armed 
Services Committee, I helped advocate for a national defense bill that would include important priorities for American 
national security, Maine shipbuilders, and servicemembers and their families. The legislation authorizes a new DDG-51 
Arleigh Burke-class destroyer to be constructed at Bath Iron Works and helps BIW compete for new work by 
encouraging a new multi-year procurement process for the DDG-51 Flight III. This funding bill also makes permanent 
new federal guidelines proposed by Senator King and me to allow Gold Star Families free admission to national parks 
and other federal lands. 


I’ve been working to improve mental health services for veterans for years, and I led the Maine delegation’s effort to 
address the need for long-term mental health substance abuse treatment for veterans in our state. This past fall the 
Veterans Administration announced we were successful. Construction starts next year on a new, 24-bed facility at Togus 
that will ensure Maine veterans won’t be sent out of state to receive residential care for substance use disorder and 
associated mental health issues. This is one result that I am especially proud to deliver for my fellow Maine veterans. 


As I reflect upon what I am most grateful for this year, I am especially glad to be able to share that my wife Izzy and | 
are expecting a baby in 2021. We are excited about this new addition to our family and look forward to the blessings 
ahead. 


This period is challenging for Mainers as we all take steps to limit the spread of the coronavirus, protect our families and 
our communities, and lean on each other to withstand this pandemic and economic hardship. My staff and I stand ready 
to assist Mainers as we work through these challenges together. I look forward to continuing to work on your behalf in

Dear Friends, 


2020 was a year unlike any in our lifetimes. Our state and nation dealt with unprecedented 
challenges--the coronavirus pandemic, ensuing economic fallout, and a prolonged, heavily 
divisive campaign season each took a significant toll on all of us. The worst part? In order to 
protect each other, we had to face these challenges in isolation. But a new year represents new 
possibilities; a chance to take stock of what we’re grateful for and focus on the opportunities in 
front of us. As we reflect back on 2020, we will remember heartbreak and loss — but we cannot 
forget the shining rays of hope that broke through the darkness, reminding us all that better days 
are ahead. 


Throughout the pandemic, my top focus has been on bridging the partisan divide in Washington 
in order to deliver desperately-needed relief for Maine people. Joined by colleagues last March, 
we pushed for bipartisan negotiations to produce a strong bill that helped fellow Mainers, 
businesses, and institutions weather this storm. In the weeks and months after the CARES Act 
passed, our team stayed in close contact with people throughout the state to determine how we 
should adjust our response to best support our citizens. Unfortunately, the aid provided by the 
CARES Act lapsed without Congressional action, leaving too many families and businesses in 
limbo. I never stopped pushing for a bipartisan relief bill and, after extensive negotiations, we 
ended the year on a good note by breaking the gridlock and passing new relief legislation. This 
new bill isn’t perfect; in fact, it should just be the start our renewed response. As we enter 2021 
with a new administration and new Congress, we must fight for additional legislation to help 
restore stability to our working families and rebuild our economy and public health 
infrastructure. 


In the midst of this crisis, Congress did manage to accomplish a few successes that will outlast 
this awful pandemic. Among these was the Great American Outdoors Act, a bipartisan bill 
which was enacted into law in August 2020 and will help address a $12 billion backlog at our 
national parks so future generations of Americans can enjoy these beautiful lands and create 
lifelong memories. Also, as we learn more about the recent hacks of our nation’s networks, there 
is help on the way: 27 of the cybersecurity recommendations made by the Cyberspace Solarium 
Commission — which I co-chair with Republican Congressman Mike Gallagher— made it into 
this year’s defense bill. While there is no guarantee that these provisions would have prevented 
the massive hack, they will certainly improve our cyber defenses. 


Despite the challenges, I’m hopeful for the future. Vaccines are being distributed across our state 
— starting with our healthcare heroes, who have sacrificed so much throughout this 
unprecedented catastrophe and deserve our eternal gratitude. If there can be a silver lining from 
these challenges of 2020, maybe it will be this: I hope that, in the not-so distant future, we will 
be able to come together physically and we will be reminded of our love for each other. We have 
differences, without a doubt. But as Maine people stepped up to support each other, we saw 
again and again that our differences pale in comparison to the values we share. We are one state, 
and one community — and there is nothing we cannot or will not do for each other. Mary and I 
wish you a happy and healthy 2021. We can’t wait to see you soon.

While providing relief to American families was my focus throughout 2020, other accomplishments include the 
passage of the Great American Outdoors Act, which provides full funding of the Land and Water Conservation 
Fund and addresses the maintenance backlog at our national parks, forests, and wildlife refuges. As Chairman of 
the Transportation Appropriations Subcommittee, in 2020 alone, I secured $132 million to improve Maine’s 
roads, bridges, airports, buses, rail, ferries, and seaports. Finally, as Chairman of the Aging Committee, | led the 
reauthorization of the Older Americans Act, which funds programs that improve the well-being, independence, 
and health of our nation’s seniors and their caregivers, and | authored laws to reduce the cost of prescription 
drugs and protect individuals with Alzheimer’s disease.

STATEMENT OF FACTS: Every effort has been made to hold the budget 
increases to a minimum. If adopted as presented, the budget will result in a tax 
commitment that is above the property tax levy limit, partially due to the fact that we 
were unable to hold a Town Meeting last year. Last year’s budget was flat-funded, 
resulting in two years of increased expenses impacting this budget. If the proceeding 
Articles are approved by the voters, we will have exceeded the property tax levy limit 
by $ 304,639.00. If the voters approve the present budget, State law requires voter 
action to authorize an increase in the limit. A vote on this Article requires a written 
ballot.

Ordinance Articles

as the next step for the Town of Greenwood to take towards the support of the Maine 
Medical Marijuana Program allowing safe and legal access to medicine.

Ordinance? 


If Article 23 is defeated, there is no need for this Ordinance. 
Recommendation: The Town of Greenwood Board of Selectmen and Marijuana 


Committee support this Article if the Town of Greenwood Medical Marijuana Ordinance 
passes. 


At the Public Hearing held on May 4, 2021, the Board of Selectmen voted 3-0 to remove 
Article 25 from the Town Meeting Warrant. The Town will be drafting a Moratorium 
Ordinance to bring before the voters. The Moratorium on Adult Use Marijuana 
Establishments will give the Marijuana Ordinance Committee time to draft an Adult Use 
Marijuana Ordinance to be brought before the voters at a future date. 


Business Articles 


Article 26: To see if the Town will vote to set dates when taxes on Real Estate and Personal Property 
shall be due and payable and after which interest shall accrue. 


Recommendation: Two Installments/Payments 


First installment due, Friday, October 1, 2021, 
with interest starting on Monday, November 1, 2021. 


Second installment due, Friday, April 1, 2022, 
with interest starting on Monday, May 2, 2022.

Article 28: To see if the Town will set a rate of interest to be paid by the Town on abated taxes at 6% 
pursuant to (Title 36, M.R.S.A. Section 505.4)

the commitment of taxes. 


Recommendation: Selectmen recommend the article to pass. 


Article 30: Shall the Town vote to authorize the Selectmen to sell by bid/bidding real estate acquired 
for non-payment as they deem advisable for the best interest of the town. Sale to be 
advertised once per week for two consecutive weeks in the two newspapers of local 
circulation. The Selectmen may without auction or advertisement sell to the person or 
persons to whom a property was taxed at the time the property was acquired by the town, 
or to their heirs or assigns, such property for the amount of the accrued taxes, interest and 
costs within twelve months after foreclosure and shall deliver a municipal quit claim deed 
for such properties. Also, to authorize the Selectmen to keep any part or parcel thereof for 
municipal purposes and use. 


Recommendation: Selectmen recommend the article to pass. 


Article 31: To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen and Treasurer, on behalf of the 


Town to sell or dispose of Town property, obsolete Town equipment and material on such 
terms as they deem proper. 


Recommendation: Selectmen recommend the article to pass. 


Article 32: To see if the Town will authorize the Board of Selectmen and Treasurer to enter into multi- 


year contracts necessary to provide services to the Town. 


Recommendation: Selectmen recommend the article to pass. Services for the Town 
include but are not limited to assessing, ambulance service, banking, and rubbish removal. 


Article 33: To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to accept on behalf of the Town, monetary 
gifts, and to appropriate said gifts to supplement the accounts specified by the benefactor. 


Recommendation: Selectmen recommend the article to pass. 


Article 34: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Municipal Officers to make final determinations 


regarding the closing or opening of roads to winter maintenance pursuant to Title 23 M.R.S.A 
Section 2953. 


Recommendation: Selectmen recommend the article to pass. 


Article 35: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Municipal Officers to make applications Sor, 
accept and expend on behalf of the Town of Greenwood all gifts, grants, or other funds as 
may now hereafter be available or forthcoming.
